English Vessel in Harbor 
Said to Have Been Sunk 
During Attack—Seven of 
Crew Dead and Eight 
Wounded.

VALENCIA, Spain, May 28.—Five 
insurgent planes, said by observ- 
ers to be Italian Capronis, bom- 


barded Valencia before daylight to- 
day. About 200 persons were killed, 
including many women and children 
who were asleep at the time. 
Coming“in fromthe sea for the 


attack on this temporary capital of 
the Spanish Government an hour 
before daybreak, the planes dropped 
50 300-pound bombs. 

The tower of one shattered build- 


ing remained standing. Its big 
clock had stopped at the minute 
the first bomb hit—2:45 a, m., 


The Red Cross emergency hos- 
pital, where many wounded were 
treated, was itself hit. The hos- 
pital bore a huge painted red cross 
on its roof. A large Red Cross flag 
flew from the front of the building. 

As the sky brightened in the East, 
mothers carrying children in their 
arms and men bearing wounded 
on their shoulders, still were strag- 
gling into the hospitals. 

By noon, 76 of the dead had been 
identified. 

Many persons were unaccounted 
for. More bodies were being found 
hourly, with the removal of debris. 
Many persons were injured. 

Persons Killed in Beds. 

Many houses were demolished. 
Thousands of windows were shat- 
tered. Sleeping men, women and 
children were killed in their beds. 
Some of them were thrown into the 
street from upper stories. 

One bomb hit the French bank 
and set the top floor afire. Windows 
in the telephone building, next 
door, were smashed. 

The American Embassy was not 
damaged but other floors of the 
building it occupies were torn 
apart. United States Consul Mil- 
ton K. Wells was caught in a show- 
er of falling plaster when a bomb 
fell outside his home. He was not 
hurt. 

Several Americans, including 
Norman Thomas, the Socialist, and 
his wife were in houses a few hun- 
dred feet from the place where 
three bombs fell. No American 
was reported hurt. 

Cayet Cano, Spanish assistant in 
the United States Consulate, nar- 
rowly escaped with his family when 
a bomb exploded in a room next to 
their apartment. 

Bombs falling into the streets 
ripped steel shutters from win- 
dows. 

The building housing the Para- 


guayan consulate was wrecked and 
seven occupants killed, but Consul 


Carlos Dupuy and his wife, mother, 
sister and four children escaped 


injury. The consulate office was 
destroyed and the Paraguayan flag 
on the building was torn into 


| shreds. 


Foray Over Inland Towns. 

Presuambly the base of the raid- 
ing planes was at the island of 
Mallorca.

WASHINGTON, May 28.—Confi-

Under 
the President’s program, the office 
of Comptroller-General would be 
reduced to the function of a mere 
auditor and independent agencies 
such as the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, theoretically respon- 
sible to Congress alone, would be 
placed within regular executive de- 
partments of the Government. 

What becomes increasingly clear 
is that the opposition bloc is deter- 
mined, for a variety of motives, to 
seek to obstruct practically every- 
thing that the President wants. 
There are already murmurings 
against the wage and hour legisla- 
tion that Roosevelt proposed in a 
message to Congress last week. 

Three-Way Split in Committee. 

Yesterday the joint House and 
Senate Committee on reorganiza- 
tion split up into three factions aft- 
er a session that was reported to 
be stormy. Senator Robinson, Ma- 
jority Floor Leader and chairman 
of the committee, said he would in- 
troduce in the Senate one Dill 
which will incorporate as many 
phases of the President’s plan as 
the committee had seen fit to ap- 
prove. - 

At the same time, Representa- 
tive Cochran of St. Louis, chair- 
man of the House conferees on re- 
organization, announced that he 
would introduce four bills in the 
House, incorporating four different 
phases of the reorganization pro- 
gram. Under this plan, the pro- 
posed change in the status of the 
Comptroller-General’s office would 
be incorporated in a separate bill,

DRUGGISTS ASSAIL 
LICENSING SYSTEM 


They Point Out Instances 
of Danger to Public in 
Allowing Incompetents to 
Dispense Medicines. 


Characterizing the present State 
pharmacal law as a menace to the 
public, Dr. Curtis H. Lohr, presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Medical So- 
ciety, declared to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today that Missouri was 
“away behind” in its medical and 


dent in which a poorly trained 
druggist confused pyramidon, a 
headache remedy, with pyridium, a 
urinary antiseptic. The unfortu- 
nate customer, needing the anti- 
septic,.took instead the headache 
pis dispensed by’ the druggist. 
Puzzled and worried over resultant 
dizziness, the customer summoned 
the physician, who discovered the 
error. 


Many St. Louis pharmacies, in- 
cluding his own, hire only gradu- 
ates of recognized schools, Miche 
said, being unwilling to entrust pre- 
scription work to non-graduates, 
even though the State law has made 
it possible for them to be licensed. 
Pointing to an advertisement of 
a six-week course in pharmacy, he 
deplored the fact that properly 
trained pharmacists were compelled 
to compete with “cram-school” 
graduates. 

How one incompetent drug clerk 
fell victim to his own ignorance 
was related in a letter to the 
Post-Dispatch by C. F. W. Clausen 
of Illmo, Mo., a pharmacist. A cus- 
tomer entered a certain drugstore, 
he related, and handed to a clerk 
a common prescription calling for 
a mixture of five ingredients as a 
remedy for streptococcic throat. 

A few moments later the cus- 
tomer was startled by a loud bang. 
Investigating, he found the clerk 
lying on.the floor in the back room 
with his mustache and eyebrows 
burned off. Unfamiliar with com- 
patibilities of certain drugs, he had 
pounded two incompatible chemi- 
cals in a mortar. The clerk, Clau- 
sen said, had twice failed to pass 
the State examination. 
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} A Grand boulevard druggist, who 
ked that his name be withheld, 
xpressed the opinion that the most 
ital need was for careful training 

lengthy apprenticeships. He had 
ad seven years’ experience under 
a licensed pharmacist before tak- 
ing the State examination, he said. 
“And.by the way,” he added, | 
“when I took the examination there | 
were three proctors present all the | 
time.” | 
The inquiry into the recent exam- | 
ination here followed charges by 


pharmacal laws. Missouri is one 
of three states which still permits 
licensing of pharmacists not grad- 
uated from recognized schools of 
pharmacy. 

“It is obvious,” he said, “that any 
law which permits persons without 
proper educational background and 
special professional training to 
compound and dispense powerful 
drugs cannot safeguard the health 
and lives of citizens of this: State.

Ne Exhaustive Study of Plans. 

“Rassage of an unemployment 
compensation law has been con- 
sidered the mast important task of | 
this session of the Legislature and 
the Social Security Committees of 
the two houses have spentseveral 
months in an exhaustive study of 
the various plans adopted by other 
states befor® drafting different 
types of bills. 

The House committee was first 
to report a bill, its measure em- 
bodying the employers’ reserve sys- 
tem, which has been supported by 
the utilities and other large indus- 
tries maintaining fairly stable em- 
ployment. Under this bill, each em- 
| ployer is required to contribute a 
certain percentage of his payroll to 
establish a fund from which the 
benefits would be paid as unem- 
ployment occurs. His contributions 
are placed in a separate fund, from 
which benefits can be paid only to 
his particular employes. 

Later the Senate Social Security 
Committee amended a pool fund 
bill to make it operate under the 
employer reserve plan. That bill, 
however, was amended back to a 
pool fund plan on the floor of the 
Senate, passed, sent to the House 
and reported out favorably last 
night. 

Unions for Pooled Fund. 

Under this bill, which is strong- 
ly advocated by union labor and em- 
ployers in seasonal industries, all 
employer contributions are placed 
into one State-wide fund, from 
which all benefits are to be paid as 
workers lose their jobs. 

The fight on the two bills has 
centered around the two different 
methods of handling the funds from 
which the benefits would be paid, 
with the issue clearly drawn be- 
tween union labor and the indus- 
| trialists. Proponents of the pool 
fund plan contend the employer re- 
| serve system would result in the 
| “freezing” of large assets in the 
| individual accounts of the stable in- 
| dustries during the periods of un- 
employment, which under the pool 
plan would be «in the State-wide 
fund and available fon payment of 
compensation to all unemployed. 

Although the House originally 
passed the employers’ reserve bill. 
there has been growing evidence 
/among the Representatives of a 
change in sentiment over the two 
bills. A _ strong fight had been 
made to amend the House bill to 
provide for the pool fund plan when 
that bill was up. for perfection in 
the lower chamber two months ago. 
The vote then was about 80 in 
favor of the employers reserve plan 
and 35 tor the pool pian. 

Support for Senate Bill. | 

Since that time support for the | 
| pool plan has increased, prompted | 
undoubtedly by the action of the | 

Senate in adopting that type of an | 

unemployment compensation plan. |

WASHINGTON, May 28.—Solici- 
tor-General Stanley Reed filed a 
brief today, urging the Supreme 
Court to refuse to review an ap- 
peal by the Alabama Power Co. 
and the Iowa City Light & Power 
Co. from a decision by the United 
States Court of Appeals for’ the 
District of Columbia, refusing to 
enjoin the Government from fi- 
nancing public power projects in 
Alabama and Iowa from Public 
Works Administration or relief 
funds. 

The court will announce Tuesday 
whether it will grant a review. The 
case affects 54 projects. 

If a review is granted, arguments 
will be heard next fall, followed by 
a final decision on the right of the 
Government to provide funds for 
publicly owned power plants. If a 
review is denied the ruling of the 
Court: of Appeals in favor of the 
Government will remain in effect. 

The Government brief cited the 
recent Social Security Act decisions 
in arguing that the disputed 
grants are a constitutional means 
of relieving unemployment.

great proclaimer of British democ- 
racy and has come to be consid- 
ered a symbol of the paternal but 
liberal country squire. 

The unique event of his public 
life was his gift of $600,000 to the 
nation just after the World War. 
The gift, made in a letter to the 
Times signed with false initials 
which were quickly deciphered, rep- 
resented one-fifth of his fortune 
and the profits his steel companies 
made out of the war. His fortune 
probably has grown since that time. 

He has no idea of returning to 
his favorite avocation of raising 
pigs just now, but will take a Lon- 
don town house just in case Cham- 
berlain wants to talk to him.

After the defeat of the State 
Auditor’s amendment, House lead- 
ers who were attempting to pass 
the bill creating the State set-up for 
Social Security on a non-political 
basis, began plans for a reconsid- 
eration of the amendment which 
had been carried. This was in the 
hope that the bill could be sent 
back to the Senate without contro- 
versial amendments. 

Seeks to Keep U. 8S. Aid. 

The fight in the House centered 
on the effort to defeat amendments 
which would prevent passage of the 
bill before June 1, the dead line 
fixed by the National Social Se- 
curity Board for the enactment of 
a law creating a state commission 
on a plan which would meet the 
approval of the board in Washing- 
ton. 

Gov. Stark received a telegram 
today from the national board, how- 
ever, extending the time for ap- 
proval of Missouri legislation to 
June 22, which will be ample for 
completing the passage of the bill. 

A Federal allotment of $1,600,000 
of old-age pension funds is being 
held up pending enactment of a 
satisfactory law in Missouri. If the 
bill finally passed should not meet 
the approval of the Washington au- 
thorities, the $15,000,000 of Federal 
old-age pension funds due the State 
might be lost. 

The measure before the House, 
the Casey bill, has been approved 
by the National Social Security 
Board and its supporters in the 
House pleaded with the members to 
defeat all amendments, which were 
proposed mostly for political pur- 
poses. 

Persons to whom old-age pen- 
sions are due, have suffered delay 
in receiving their payments be- 
cause of the refusal of the Wash- 
ington board to make the Missouri 
allotment pending action on the 
Casey bill, and it was pointed out 
that the adoption of amendments 
would further delay the payments. 

Political Pension Scheme. 

The first controversial amend- 
ment to come up was one to re- 
quire that the secretaries of the 
County Board should be required 
to be residents of the counties in 
wnich they were to serve. This 
appeared to be an innocent amend- 
ment, but it in fact went to the 
life of the bill.

IN MEXICO; INDUSTRY TIED UP 


Precautions Against Violence; 300 
U. S. Tourists’ Autos in 
Mexico, D F.

MEXICO, D. F., May 28.—Red 
and black flags siznaled the clos- 
ing down of Mexico’s $400,000,000 oil 
industry today at one minute after 
midnight as a strike of 18,000 work- 
ers went into effect. There were 
widespread precauticns against vio- 
lence. 

Police at Tampico where the Roy- 
al Dutch Shell, one of the 17 con- 
cerns affected, conducted pumping 
operations, were held in readiness 
in their barracks. Elsewhere de- 
tachments of troops were posted 
to guard refineries, warehouses and 
other properties. 

Efforts toward eleventh-hour in- 
tervention were made by President 
Lazaro Cardenas, 

Afraid they may be unable to 
drive home, United States motor 
tourists in this city began an exo- 
dus. The Mexican Automobile As- 
sociation, which estimated the num- 
ber of automobiles from north of 
the border now in the city at 300, 
advised tourists not to leave lest 
they .be stranded along the high- 
way.

GERMANY CUTS INTEREST 
ON PRIVATE DEBTS ABROAD 


Maximum of 4 Pct. Applies to Cases 
Affected by Currency Re- 
strictions. 

BERLIN, May 28.—Germany cut 
the interest rates on certain private 
debts abroad to a maximum of 4 
per cent today. 

An official decree placed _ that 
limit on interest payable to foreign 
creditors whose debts cannot be re- 
deemed at maturity because of Ger- 
many’s restrictions on currency go- 
ing out of the country. 

It does not apply to those for- 
eign creditors who have agreed to 
take their money in blocked ac- 
counts, or money which must re- 
main in Germany in special ac- 
counts, 

Officials said many German debt- 
ors had been paying higher inter- 
est to foreigners than the latter 
could have obtained in their own 
countries. 


Government’s Efforts to Break 
Power of Monopoly Have Failed, 
Says Assistant Attorney-General 


Jackson Tells Georgia Bar That One Set of 
Laws Has Encouraged Trusts, While 
Others Forbade Them.

WASHINGTON, May 27.—The 
Government’s effort through a pe- 
riod of 50 years to break the power 
of monopoly over industry and fi- 
nance must be written down as a 
failure, Robert H. Jackson, assist- 
ant attorney general, told a con- 

vention of lawyers today. 


And he added that future at- 
tempts to break, or control, monop- 
oly will succeed only if all agen- 
cies of the Government are uni- 
fied in the attack “instead of part 
trying to suppress and part try- 
ing to foster monopoly as the situ- 
ation has been for years past.” 

Jackson, who is head of the anti- 
trust division in the Department of 
Justice, was addressing the annual 
meeting of the Georgia Bar.Asso- 
ciation at Sea Island, Georgia. He 
expressed a view that has in re 
cent months come to play a large 
part in the counsels of adminis- 
tration leaders. 


Wealth and New Deal. 

In at least two recent Cabinet 
meetings this problem of monopoly 
control has been discussed, with 
more candid department heads 
frankly acknowledging that the 
New Deal has had no effect what- 
soever upon the concentration of 
wealth which has occurred at an 
ever-accelerated pace for more than 
half a century. The recent suit 
filed against the Aluminum Co. of 
America represents a final test of 
the effectiveness of present anti- 
trust laws. In his talk, the text of 
which was made public here, Jack- 
son frankly acknowledged that the 
concentration of wealth has con- 
tinued almost unabated through the 
years of the New Deal. Declaring 
that “concentration of ownership 
and contro] of American industry 
was never greater than today,” he 
said: 

“While the nation has forbidden 
monopoly by one set of laws it has 
been creating them by another. 


Patent laws, valuable as they may 


be in some respects, often father 
monopoly. Unless we are prepared 
to reconsider the conditions upon 
which we will extend patent protec- 
tion we can have no consistent anti- 
monopoly policy. 
Subsidizing Monopoly. 

“While the country has forbid- 
den monopoly it has also been sub- 
sidizing it. Monopoly has had tax 
advantages that have aided its 
rise. While the sale of a small 
business to another who wished to 
continue it as such would be sub- 
ject to a capital gains tax, if it 
were absorbed by a big business 
the matter could be arranged in 
the form of a tax free ‘reorganiza- 
tion. The tax free reorganization 
privilege has been a powerful in- 
centive for the concentrating of 
business. The advantage in single 
transactions, at the cost of the 
Treasury, has often exceeded the 
whole annual appropriation for 
anti-trust enforcement. Enforce- 
ment has been and is inadequately 
financed. 


“Moreover the privilege of pay- 
ing dividend profits free of tax 
from one corporation to another, 
operated as a subsidy for the hold- 
ing companies, is one of the most 
favored forms of creating and op- 
erating monopoly. The recent ap- 
peal of this privilege and the sub- 
stitution of an intercorporate divi- 
dend tax has already proved high- 
ly effective in dissolving holding 
companies, and undoubtedly an in- 
crease in that tax would prove an 
automatic discouragement of that 
particular type of anti-trust viola- 
tions. 

“Only when the patent laws, the 
tax laws, the securities act and all 
other laws of the United States 
are brought to exert their pres- 
sures toward the encouragement of 
small business rather than toward 
its destruction, can we say that we 
have a national policy against 
monopoly.”

GENEVA, May 28.—Julio Alvutez 
del Vayo, Spanish Government del- 


egate, charged before the League of 
Nations Council today that Italian 
armed forces in Spain were “a ver- 
itable army of occupation.” 

He accused both Germany and 
Italy of “criminal invasion” of 
Spain, in violation ofthe League 
covenant. He accused German air 
raiders of the destruction of Guer- 
nica, Basque holy city, which was 
razed, April 26, with a reported loss 
of 800 lives. Spanish Government 
and insurgent authorities hase dis- 
puted responsibility for the devas- 
tation. 

Alvarez del Vayo made no spe 
cific request of the Council, but he 
appealed indirectly for the League 
to act to end intervention by what 
he claled “totalitarian” states. 

“Those who nobly concern them- 
selves with generous endeavors 
known as ‘humanizing the war’” 
the Spanish delegate insisted “must 
learn that the best way to humanize 
war is to stop it.” 

He concluded: “Tf the League 
of Nations is to have a future the 
struggle in Spain cannot end with- 
out the League adopting a clear 
firm position ... This is the 
League’s last chance to do so.” 

Alvarez del Vayo charged that 
from 70000 to 80000 Italian fighters 
have entered Spain “a sovereign 
and independent country in order 
to hew their way by fire and sword 
into a capital ni which a few years 
ago the Council of the League of 
Nations met without constituting 
a formidable enough fact to be of- 
ficially noticed.” 

Referring to Spain’s “white book” 
of supposedly documentary evidence 
of Italian operations in Spain which

Daylight on Bank Night. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HILE speaking of gambling in St. 

Louis County and the laxity of law 
enforcement there, it might be well to 
call attention to the failure of the offi- 
cials to stop theater lotteries. It should 
not be necessary for the Circuit Judges 
to instruct the Prosecuting Attorney and 
the Sheriff on the subject of bank night 
as they did on slot machines. It is a 
felony to set up a lottery in Missouri. 

This particular form of lottery known 
as bank night is a scheme promoted by 
Affiliated Enterprises, Inc., a corporation 
chartered in Colorado in 1933. This pro- 
moter, working through salesmen who 
are said to receive 30 per cent commis- 
sion, has licensed the bank night scheme 
to 5000 theaters throughout the United 
States at from $5 to $50 a week on the 
representations that it was copyrighted, 
that it was not a lottery and that the 
name “bank night” was its trademark, 
when as matters of fact, the scheme is 
a lottery, has never been and cannot be 
copyrighted and the name is not subject 
to registration as a trademark. See &6 
Fed. (2nd) 597 and Motion Picture Her- 
ald, 12-12-36 p. 13. 

Circuit Attorney Franklin Miller has 
driven bank night out of the City of St. 
Louis. Our Attorney-General, Roy Mc- 
Kittrick, has on more than one occasion 
declared the scheme to be a lottery. Be- 
sides, a long line of decisions in state 
and Federal courts hold that bank night 
is a lottery or a drawing in the nature 
of a lottery. 

In Nebraska, Attorney-General Hunter 
is on the warpath against this form of 
lottery. In the test case of State ex rel. 
v. Fox Beatrice Theater Corporation, in- 
stituted in the District Court of Gage 
County and tried April 24, 1937, Judge 
Fred Messmore ruled that the game vio- 
lated the anti-lottery laws and granted 
a permanent injunction against it. (Mo- 
tion Picture Herald, 5-1-37, p. 44; 5-8-37, 
p. 38.) If this game finds its way to 
the Supreme Court of Nebraska, it will 
not be a stranger because Judge E. F. 
Carter, lately a District Judge, wrote an 
excellent opinion against bank night in 
State ex rel. v. Midwest Amusement Co. 

In the Gantz case (86 Fed. (2nd) 597), 
the United States Court of Appeals at 
Denver held that the bank night scheme 
had never been copyrighted and could not 
be copyrighted and that the name was not 
registerable as a trademark. This de- 
cision, and all the other decisions men- 
tioned above, hold that bank night is a 
lottery or an illegal scheme containing 
all the elements of a lottery. These de- 
cisions and connecting circumstances bare 
two facts concerning the scheme: (1) 
that it is a notorious lottery, and (2) 
that it is a colossal swindle which has 
brought untold thousands of dollars to 
its promoters and to its salesmen. 

In Missouri, it is a felony for one to 
establish or assist in establishing a lot- 
tery, gift enterprise, policy or scheme of 
drawing in the nature of a lottery as a 
business or avocation (R. S. Mo. 1929, 
Sec, 4314). Will the prosecuting officials 
of St. Louis County continue to permit 
theater operators to run bank_ night in 
open violation of the statutes? Are they 
officers of the law or are they, either 
consciously or unconsciously, the servants 
of one of the worst gambling schemes 
ever devised? A LAWYER. 
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A MISSOURI ARCHITECT. 

Wilbur T. Trueblood, native St. Louis architect of 
national reputation, who died several days ago, de- 
signed many public buildings by which his name will 
be remembered. He will also be gratefully. recalled, 
in the years to come, for his work as Missouri di- 
rector of the Historic American Building Survey. Es- 
tablished as an emergency unemployment relief 
agency by the Federal Government in 1934, the 
H ABS made possible the preparation and preserva- 
tion of accurate architectural records on old build- 
ings of historical significance over the country. In 
Missouri, this work was carried on under Mr. True- 
blood’s direction and, because of the painstaking and 
scholarly way in which he directed the staff of 30- 
odd compilers and draftsmen, the records of old 
Missouri architecture are infinitely the richer. 
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The Supreme Court expects to clear its calendar 
Tuesday. It has already pretty well raked the deck.

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STATESMANSHIP ON THE COURT. 

The Supreme Court is being criticised in certain 
quarters for having decided the Social Security Act’s 
constitutionality at this time. This criticism is made 
possible by the fact that before deciding the old-age 
pension case, the court first divided 5 to 4 on 
the question of whether the suit should be dismissed 
without a ruling on the validity of the pension pro- 
visions of the law. It is charged that the five mem- 
bers of the court who wanted validity determined 
were politically motivated—that they desired to use 
the decision as an argument against the plan of Mr. 
Roosevelt to pack the Supreme Court. 

Critics of the Supreme Court who are saying this 
would doubtless have found some way to attack the 
court had the opinion of the four prevailed and the 
validity of old-age assistance gone undetermined. 
As a matter of fact, the 5-to-4 division on pass- 
ing judgment on the constitutionality of pensions 
reflected two views of the judicial function as ap- 
plied to this case. A brief review of the facts makes 
this plain. 

As in the T V A case, Justices Brandeis, Stone, 
Roberts and Cardozo took the view that the question 
of constitutionality was not before the court. They 
reasoned that the shareholder of the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Co. of Boston had not made a showing 
of irreparable injury in his suit to prevent the com- 
pany from paying the pension tax to the Federal 
Government. Speaking as well for the three other 
Judges who held to this view, Justice Cardozo said: 

The writer of this opinion believes that the 
remedy is ill conceived, that in a controversy 
such as this a court must refuse to give equitable 
relief when a cause of action in equity is neither 
pleaded nor proved, and that the suit for an in- 
junction should be dismissed upon that ground. 

He thinks this course should be followed in ad- 

herence to the general rule that constitutional 

questions are not to be determined in the absence 
of strict necessity. 

We may agree to this as a general rule for the 
orderly functioning of judicial review and at the 
same time prefer, in the instance at hand, the con- 
clusion of the majority of five that a decision as to 
constitutionality was in order. These five held—to 
quote Justice Cardozo’s summary of their views— 
that there were “in this case extraordinary features 
making it fitting . . . to determine whether the 
benefits and taxes are valid or invalid.” 

Had the Supreme Court refused to pass on the 
validity of Federal old-age pension payments at this 
time, the question would have gone unsettled all 
summer and until new cases could have been brought 
to the court, argued and decided after the beginning 
of the new term next October. As between that and 
deciding the question now, the better choice by far 
was the one which was made. The statesmanlike 
thing was to put an end to doubts as soon as possible. 
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THE SCHOOL LOBBY WINS. 

When an attempt was made in the State Senate 
yesterday to cut the automatic allocation to the 
schools from 331-3 per cent to 30 per cent, the 
rural Senators, spurred by the powerful school lob- 
by, stood fast and defeated it, 18 to 14. Senator Clark, 
who offered the amendment, pointed out that, if it 
were adopted, the schools would still receive 
$6,400,000 more than they did in the last biennium. 

Under the 33 1-3 per cent law, the schools will re- 
ceive a total of $26,000,000 in the coming two years, 
as against $9,600,000 in 1933-34. The reason for this 
vast increase is the enactment of liquor taxes, fol- 
lowing repeal, and the passage of the sales tax, de- 
signed to finance the State’s emergency and social- 
security needs. The law makes it mandatory to 
give to the schools one-third of all the money that 
finds its way into the general revenue fund. 

So, while the State is exceedingly hard-pressed to 
make ends meet in such vital matters as direct re- 
lief to the unemployables, the schools reap a harvest 
above and beyond their needs, resisting even so rea- 
sonable a measure as Senator Clark’s. For such 
greed on the part of the lobby, there must come a 
day of reckoning. 
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LUCKY ST. JOSEPH. 

The legislators and the bosses refuse to include 
the vital signature requirement in permanent regis- 
tration laws for St. Louis and Kansas City, because, 
they say, it is “too drastic” and “unworkable.” As 
to St. Joseph, however, it is a different story. Both 
houses (the Senate by unanimous vote) have passed 
the St. Joseph bill containing this provision. 

This is extremely puzzling. Do the legislators 
bear a grudge against St. Joseph, that they saddle 
the city with a law that, by their definition, is un- 
workable and too drastic? Or does St. Joseph lack a 
political machine that is concerned with keeping the 
door open to fraudulent voting? Or perhaps citizens 
of the Northwest Missouri city possess a special 
magic that charms legislators into approving a genuine 
permanent registration measure for their benefit. 

The big question remains: If St. Joseph gets the 
signature test, why not St. Louis and Kansas City? 
The Legislature’s treatment of the two larger cities’ 
request has been contemptuous in the extreme. Its 
position is indefensible, particularly after its vote 
on the St. Joseph measure. If the Legislature ad- 
journs without providing this essential provision for 
the two metropolitan centers, the obstructionists will 
find themselves facing political doom.

10 of the 100 parliamentary seats contested in the 
election Wednesday. After a noisy campaign, the 
Nazis find themselves with four seats, a gain of two 
Over their previous membership.

Neville Chamberlain is seen by London observer as an able and self-confident man, 
hard to approach, unafraid of drastic decisions; calls himself a true-blue Con- 
servative, but is no reactionary and favors social legislation; two faults, inability 
to understand Americans and unadaptability, may obstruct trade agreements.

LONDON. 

T will be a dramatic moment in British 
| nistory when a Chamberlain goes to 

Buckingham Palace to receive his seals 
of office as Prime Minister from the King. 
For Neville Chamberlain, son of Joseph, 
half-brother of Sir Austen, inheritor of a 
rich and glowing tradition, it will be the 
fulfillment of personal and family ambitions 
that go back half a century or more. 

Everyone who has seen Mr. Chamberlain 
in public or private in the last few weeks 
has been struck by his confident bearing, 
although at 68 he faces the greatest testing- 
time of his life. He will shoulder respon- 
sibilities which might crush a man of lesser 
caliber. No British Prime Minister since 
Mr. Lloyd George has faced his task with 
such unshakable faith in his own ability to 
master it. His health is frail and his powers 
of physical endurance are not unlimited; 
but to men of Mr. Chamberlain’s stamp, 
difficult decisions bring exhilaration if they 
are faced boldly and without flinching. 

Looking at him for the first time, one 
might say that he is not to be trusted. His 
face is dark and inscrutable, with hollows 
in his cheeks and deeply sunken eyes; and 
in photographs it sometimes has a sinister 
look like that of a Svengali. 

Yet nobody in British politics is less devi- 
ous than Mr. Chamberlain. The subtlety of 
Mr. Baldwin, the heavy drama of Ramsay 
MacDonald, the quicksilver changes of Mr. 
Lloyd George find no counterparts in Mr. 
Chamberlain’s nature. There is no pretense 
in his mental make-up. He may be tactless 
at times, but he is at least a “straight 
shooter” in all his political and personal 
dealings; a man who does not pledge his 
word lightly, but never strays from it once 
his word is given. 

. ° ° 

It is difficult to get to know him; he has 
few intimate friends. Instinctively and by 
deliberate choice, he is one of the least ap- 
proachable men in British public life today. 
He shies away from conviviality because he 
does not enjoy it, and also because he knows 
he would not play the part of a “handshaker” 
easily or gracefully. He is still a little afraid 
of people, although he has lost whatever 
sense of inferiority he had in his early 
years. Even his recreations are those which 
do not require him to be sociable. 

His long years at the Exchequer have 
given the British public a belief that he 
is a cold and unfeeling reactionary. He has 
had to deal in hundreds of millions of 
pounds; a stroke of his pen has imposed 
taxes of crushing severity. He has had to 
refuse more often than ,to grant the de- 
mands made upon him. 

He did not have to impose his profits tax 
this year; he needed only £2,000,000 atdi- 
tional revenue to balance his budget—a mere 
bagatelle by British budgetary 
But he knew that if he did not take the 
unpleasant course of taxing corporations this 
year, his successor would have to do so in 
the future, when the demands of rearma- 
ment might become too great to be met 
wilhout enormou additional borrowings. if 
he had not made ins decision now, his faii- 
ure wouid have haunted him in the future.

At least two faults in Neville Chamber- 
lain’s mental equipment he did not inherit 
from his father.

A lack of interest has led to ignorance 
and ignorance to occasional blunders.

Mr. Chamberlain is inclined, also, in com- 
parison to his father, to be unadaptable. It 
will be hard to convince him that the Brit- 
ish imperial tariff system built at Ottawa 
in 1932 is in any sense an obstacle to the 
lowering of trade barriers elsewhere. The 
emotional allegiance to an Empire tariff is 
even stronger in Joseph Chamberlain’s son 
than the attachment to free trade in the 
case of an idealist like Secretary Hull. 

Mr. Chamberlain may profess his interest 
from time to time in the reduction of trade 
barriers, but it will not be surprising if he 
tries to increase the present British duties 
on agricultural produce rather than lower 
them. On the basis of Mr. Chamberlain's 
political record and his emotional predilec- 
tions, the prospects of any appreciable re- 
duction of British tariffs in an Anglo- 
American trade treaty are not overbright. 

He probably will be high-handed in the 
future in dealing with the Cabinet and with 


some of the unpopularity which often comes 
to leaders who really attempt to lead. It is 
wholly characteristic of Mr. Chamberlain’s 
determined mind that he intends to push 
his profits tax onto the statute book with- 
out very drastic changes, in spite of the 
unprecedented outery it has aroused.

Allergy, surgical diseases of the 
chest and the feeding of normal 
and abnormal infants were dis- 
cussed today before physicians at- 
tending the St. Louis Clinics at 
Barnes Hospital. The annual 
“brushing-up” course for general 
practitioners will end tomorrow. 

Last night Major-General Stanley 
H. Ford, commanding the Seventh 
Corps Area, was guest of honor at 
a buffet supper, given by medical 
reserve officers attending the 
clinics. As chief of staff of the 
Twenty-seventh United States Di- 
vision during the World War, he 
was decorated by France, Belgium 
and the United States.

Mandelic acid, recently intro- 
duced for treatment of kidney in- 
fections and bladder disturbances, 
is effective in 80 per cent of such 
cases within an average period of 
a week, Dr. Grayson Carrol] re- 
ported yesterday. 

The drug is administered by 
mouth and is well tolerated by the 
patient, he said. “It should be giv- 
en only under the direction of a 
physician, who must determine the 
causative factor of the disease in 
order that it might be eliminated,” 
he continued. 

Kidney and bladder ailments 
often come from infections in other 
parts of the body, sometimes fol- 
lowing the grippe, sore throats, in- 
fected tonsils and teeth and infec- 
tions of the prostrate gland and 
intestines, he pointed out. The drug 
is+ effective in kidney infections 
but does not eliminate the neces- 
sity of surgical intervention when 
indicated, he added. 

Since the report of the success- 
ful use of mandelic acid in the 
American Medical Association 
Journal last November, use of the 
drug has been widespread. Dr. 
Carroll said. Although it is ap- 
parently harmless, definite rules 
of administration must be followed,

Lowest in Two Years or 
So, Reflecting Approach 


of the Long Holiday. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, May 28.—A delicate 
stock market fluttered a little high- 


er today but met late selling. 

Thin trading reflected approach 
of the long holiday and inability 
of traders to make up their minds 
which way prices would jump. 

Quiet demand which dribbled in 
most of the session was ascribed to 
the market’s recent unruffled dis- 
position despite strikes in independ- 
en steel companies.

$92,041,200 REFINANCING 


Utility Intends to Retire Bonds and 
Preferred Stock, Substitute 
New Issue. 
Preliminary steps have been tak- 
en by the Union Electric Light & 
Power Co. for a refunding opera- 
tion intended to retire $92,041,200 
in bonds and preferred stock, 
mostly bearing interest at 5 per 
cent, and substitute $80,000,000 in 
long-term bonds, possibly bearing 
3% per cent interest, and $15,000,000 
in five-year, 3 per cent debentures. 
The saving in interest, depending 
on the money market at the time 
of the bond sale and other fac- 
tors, has been estimated at $1,000,- 

000 to $1,500,000 annually. 
The effect will be to eliminate 


all issues of subsidiaries held by 
the public and simplify the cap- 
ital structure. It is intended to 


| pay the retirement premium set 


up in the existing issues, but there 
is no present intention to retire the 
aggregate of $13,000,000 in preferred 
stock of the parent corporation. 
The proposed debenture issue was 
planned in connection with the pos- 
sibility of retiring this stock. Louis 
H. Egan, president of the com- 
pany, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that a large underwriting 
operation would be required to sell 
the new bonds and debentures. 
Funded debt of the parent con- 
cern involved in the refinancing 
plan amounts to $63,687,000 and 
that of subsidiaries, including some 
preferred stock, amounts to $28,- 
354,200.

T0 OPEN TOMORROW 


Three-Day International Aero- 
batic Competition Attracts 
Noted Flyers. 


Lambert-St. Louis Field bustled 
with activity today as performers, 
officials and workmen completed 
their preparations for the opening 
at 1:15 o’clock tomorrow afternoon 
of the three-day International Aero- 
batic Competition and St. Louis Air 
Races, the first major air show St. 
Louis has sponsored in 14 years. 

Planes were being groomed and 
flight-tested as carpenters put the 
finishing touches to the grandstand 
and bleacher seats along the west 
side of the field, which will accom- 
modate 15,000 spectators. With fair 
weather the management expects 
daily crowds of 40,000 persons, the 
majority of whom will stand. 

Upside-down Flying. 

A trim red and white biplane 
with a roaring motor streaked 
across the airport at an altitude 
of less than 100 feet, flipped over 
on its back and continued across 
the field in the inverted position 
as Joe Mackey of Findlay, O., 
American representative at the In- 
ternational Air Games in Paris last 
year and one of the star perform- 
ers entered in the aerobatic com- 
petition, tested his ship. 

Mackey rolled out of the in- 
verted position and tried other low- 
flying maneuvers the like of which 
have not been seen at the local fly- 
ing field since flying graduated 
from a county fair show to a big 
transportation business. The aero- 
batic contestants have a choice of 
84 maneuvers designed to thrill 
the crowd and convince the judges 
of their proficiency in their daily 
exhibitions during the three-day 
event. 

Other flyers testing their ships 
included Roger Don Rae, speed and 
acrobatic pilot and parachute 
jumper, whose plane is a Folkers 
Special racer with retractable 
landing gear, a 16-foot wing and a 
high speed of more than 250 miles 
an hour; G. H. Gotch of California, 
who flies the Schoenfeldt “fire- 
cracker,” a trim yellow speedster, 
and Marion McKean, who brought 
his racer, Miss Los Angeles, here 
from California on an automobile 
trailer. Miss Los Angeles, which 
has appeared in three Thompson 
trophy races, Jands at 80 miles an 
hour, McKean said. Art Chester 
had his Jeep, a cream-colored 
midget, outside the hangar, but was 
displeased with the motor perform- 
ance and did not take it up.

My correspondent seems to have 
covered North’s bidding nicely in 
his critique.

The two heart bid was wrong 
in itself. North’s void in diamonds 
required terrifi¢. compensation for 
such a bid. I do think, however, 
that South, who must have known 
that his partner was a “leaper,” 
could have kept him under better 
control by making the less encour- 
aging rebid of three diamonds 
rather than three hearts.

HE crucial point of this hand, 
T nowever, was East’s “beautiful” 

opening lead. West had doubled 
without the slightest knowledge, or 
even suspicion, that East had an 
ace. In other words, West engaged 
to defeat the contract on his own 
account. That being so, East 
should not have taken such a for- 
ward step as laying down the ace 
of an opponent’s suit. 

True, East might have felt that 
the declarer’s bid had been some- 
what predicated on a fit with part- 
ner’s diamonds and that, therefore, 
West was either very short in or 
void of that suit. But the presump- 
tion is that East had played against 
the North player before and should 
have been prepared for anything. 

If East felt that an opening dia- 
mond would be ruffed by West, the 
logical and conservative course was 
to open a low diamond, not the ace. 


It is interesting to note that a low 
diamond lead would not do declarer 
any good. He could discard a club, 
but never would be able to establish 
dummy’s suit and reach it for the 
necessary discards. As it was, on 
the diamond ace lead North obvi- 
ously could make all 13 tricks. The 
ace being ruffed, two rounds of 
hearts ending in dummy would per- 
mit the discard of North’s four 
spades and one club.

Cen sense is Theodore Adolphus’ 

forte. What compromises he has 
made with more popular forms 
have been at the express order of 
show producers for whom he was 
working. If there is one thing that 
gets his Polish blood boiling, it is 
the common application of the term 
“adagio” to the team dancing that 
we see in night clubs and on the 
stage. “It’s not adagio at all,” he 
exploded, “it's nothing but acro- 
batics. I know because I've trained 
too many of those dance teams. We 
don’t get men who can dance. We 
look for a truck driver, or a coal- 
heaver. ‘Adagio’ has no reference 
to the type of dancing in the first 
place. It is a musical term, and 
means slow time.” 

For the last few years, Adolphus 
has been doing private work in 
New York, arranging dances and 
coaching performers and is credited 
with having put the waltz and tan- 
go on a Classical basis. He re- 
placed the old three-four move- 
ments, with twelve-eight or three- 
eight tempo. He arranged his rou- 
tines to the music of Debussy or 
Tchaikovsky or Ravel, and the re- 
sult was a more poetic form, which, 
to some extent, took the curse off 
acrobatic dancing. The team that 
did the so-called adagio dance to 
“Midnight Blue” in this year’s Zieg- 
feld’s Follies, was trained by him. 
He also coached the Stanley twins 
of the recent George White’s Scan- 
dals. In the first adagio quartet 
he ever trained was one Stuart Far- 
rington, head catcher of the Stuart 
Morgan troupe of acrobats who 
alarmed Municipal Opera audiences 
last season with their antics. “All

ing acrobatic acts,” moaned the 
maestro. “I know how easy it is.to 
slip up on some of those throws 
and catches. I also know how se- 
rious a fall can be for the girl, 
because I've seen too many | bad 
accidents. I won't watch them any 
more.” 

While he can't exactly approve 
of. the acrobats who masquerade 
as “adagio dancers,’ Theodowse 
Adolphus is full of admiration for 
the expert hoofers, whose taps and 
clogs set the pace of the musical 
comedies. He feels that hoofing 
took a turn for the better about 
three years ago. “Before. that, 
dancers were planted in a certain 
spot on the stage. The effective- 
ness of their routines depended al- 
most entirely on the precision with 
which they were executed. Then 
American audiences became acute- 
ly ballet-conscious. We saw more 
of the Monte Carlo Ballet Russe. 
We developed our own American 
ballet company. What was the re- 
sult? Producers realized that ‘cus- 
tomers wanted something nearer 
the classical pattern, something 
with more grace in it. They began 
to interpolate into the hoofing 
routines, positions and formations 
straight out of the classical ballet. 
The best Hoofer today is, to my 
way of thinking, Eleanor Powell. 
Why? Because fundamentally she 
is a ballet dancer. The others may 
be good—Paul Draper and Bill 
Robinson and George Taps, but 
she tops them all. Fred Astaire, 
did you say? Nonsense. He can't 
dance. ~That dance he does with 
Harriet Hoctor in this last pic- 
ture, ‘Shall We Dance?’, is the 


most amateurish thing I ever 
saw.” 

Adolphus is a natural champion 
of the classical ballet because he 
has grown up in it. Born in War- 
saw. Poland, of theatrical par- 
ents, he was reared in Paris, 
and began the study of  bal- 
let under Mme. Mariquita, ballet 
mistress of the Opera Comique, 
when he was only 7. He used to 
watch performances from the 
wings, going through all the atti- 
tudes of one of the dancers, and 
praying the man would get sick 
so that he could go on in his place. 
Luck broke his way. He danced 
that sailor dance with .great suc- 
cess, even though as yet he didn't 
know the first position from the 
fifth.

EN years later, Adolphus put on 
Tine ballet for “Ivan the Terrible,” 

in which Chaliapin was singing 
in Brussels. Nijinsky and Diaghilev 
came to see it. These critical ob- 
servers were especially impressed 
by the youth. of the pint-size chor- 
eographer who was also premier 
danseur of the ballet. The boy 
joined the Diaghilev troupe and 
for two and a half years traveled 


through Europe, working side by 
side with such important figures in 
ballet as Nijinsky, Tamara Karsa- 
vina, Adolph Bolm, Fokine and 
Enrico Ceccetti, and, of course, 
Diaghilev. At 18 he was “gradu- 
ated” at the Scala Milano, a dis- 
tinction considered almost _ indis- 
pensable to success among conti- 
nental artists. While the Diaghilev 
troupe was in rehearsal at Monte 
Carlo; Chaliapin and his operatic 
company came to town. He planned 
to repeat “Ivan the Terrible” and 
prevailed on the young Adolphus 
to take over the ballet again. The 
latter had to sneak out of Diagh- 
ilev’s rehearsals disguised as a 
woman in order to conduct his own 
rehearsals. When he was caught 
at it Diaghiley was furious. Ni- 
jinsky thought it was a good joke 
and praised the boy for his willing- 
ness to double his work. 

“Fokine was especially fond of 
me,” said Adolphus, continuing his 
narration. “Holding me by the 
hand, he used to have me follow 
him around the stage almost like 
a pet dog, while he arranged a new 
formation. If it struck him as 
good, then he would tell me to 
show the rest of the dancers how 
to do it.” 

Adolphus still had not seen Ni- 
jinsky in actual performance and 
still thought well of his own abil- 
ity, as a bailet dancer. But not 
after the opening night at the Casa 
Municipal in Monte Carlo. The 
ballet was “Giselle.” 

“Just before my cue to lead on 
the line of boys, Nijinsky did a 
solo, a variation.” He recalled the 
experience of that opening with 
mixed emotions. “I stood in the 
wings with my knees getting 
weaker and weaker. Nijinsky was 
indescribable. Such dancing! I

QUESTIONS FROM READERS 

U.: “(1) Does chewing gum tend 
to make a person grow fat? (2)

Answer: (1) Chewing gum has 
no effect on the weight. (2) Smoke 
is absorbed from the capillaries of 
the mouth just the same as frdbm 
the capillaries of the lung or the 
stomach. The capillaries of the 
lung are a little more liable to ab- 
sorb it, and hence inhaling causes 
more absorption of tobacco than 
any other form. But the stomach 
is about the same as the mouth in 
absorbability.
